TO THE CITIZENS AND TAXPAYERS OF THE TOWN 
OF HOOKSETT 


The year 1957 will undoubtedly be long remembered by the 
inhabitants of Hooksett, as the year in which the N. H. State Tax 
Commission re-assessed their town. It may be of interest, to 
pause for a moment and review the conditions and circumstances 
under which a vote was taken to call in the State Tax Commission. 


Real Estate located in the town of Hooksett had, as everyone 
knew, been increasing steadily in value for the past several years. 
With this increase in value, the cost of town government and ser- 
vices, particularly school facilities had also risen sharply. For 
the most part, our tax rate was based on a pre-war evaluation, 
this in itself would have been responsible for a higher and steadily 
increasing tax rate, but other factors were involved; new construc- 
tion consisting of new homes and commercial enterprises were 
and still are increasing at an accelerated rate. These conditions, 
of course, brought up the problem of an equitable evaluationbetween 
new property, old property and expanding commercial properties. 
Obviously, there was only one solution to the problem, namely, to 
"have the town reevaluated by an outside agency. 


An article, presented in the 1956 town warrant and voted upon 
in the affirmative, directed the selectmen to request the State Tax 
Commission to reassess the entire town of Hooksett. The Select- 
men proceeded according to the provisions of the article and as a 
result, the 1957 tax levy was based upon assessment totals pro- 
vided by the State of New Hampshire. 


Inasmuch as the reassessment was not completed until De- 
cember of 1957, it is as yet too early to fully evaluate the results 
of the project. Theboard of selectmenis ofthe opinion that in most 
cases a fair and equitable evaluation was determined by the com- 
mission. The scope of the project was so large that it is entirely 
possible that a few isolated discrepancies may have occurred. The 
Selectmen urge and expect every Taxpayer, who feels he has a 
legitimate complaint, to file his complaint with the board and they 
in turn will bring the same to the attention of the State Tax Com- 
mission. 


The Town of Hooksett, as we have already stated, has con- 


tinued in growth at a rapid rate through out the past year. Your 
Selectmen have endeavored within the confines of the budget to ad- 
ministrate to the expanding economy to the best of their ability. 
We take this opportunity to express our appreciation for the fine 
co-operation extended to us by all town officials, both elected and 
appointed in the administration of this town. 


The adoption of a zoning ordinance, at the 1957 town meeting, 
mandated the immediate appointment of a Board of Adjustment to 
hear all persons requesting variances from the ordinance. This 
board was appointed and has faithfully fulfilled their obligations 
during the year. The Planning Board has done an excellent job in 
explaining and facilitating the administration of the ordinance. At 
the present writing, some amendments to the ordinance are being 
prepared, and pending legal advise, they will be presented at a 
public hearing. 


The Hooksett Highway Department is now housed in the new 
town garage, provided for under article 13 of the 1957 warrant. 
The interior of this garage is now wholly complete but it is entire- 
ly usable and is a vast improvement over past facilities. The Sel- 
ectmen invite the inspection ofthis excellent addition to town prop- 
erty by all interested persons. 


George Cook, Chief of our Highway and Sanitary Department 
was stricken seriously ill in the fall of 1957. His illness finally 
necessitated major surgery but in spite of this misfortune our 
highways have been maintained at a high standard. We are pleased 
to report that at the present time Mr. Cook is well on the road to 
recovery and is once again able to take complete charge of his 
various departments. 


Rubbish collection has been extended to all sections of Hook- 
sett and from all reports has been very favorable accepted. The 
town presently faces the lack of an area in which to dispose of rub- 
bish. The present dump area is nearly filled and very shortly we 
will have to procure other facilities. The Selectmen have been 
continually on the watch for such a location but have as yet been 
unable to find one. Should there be a person reading this report, 
who knows of a location suitable for a town dump, we would very 
much appreciate hearing from him. 


Our playgrounds, especially the one in the Lincoln Park area, 
receive more and more use. The Lincoln Park playground has been 
greatly improved during the past year, much of the work being do- 


nated gratis by interested persons in that area, using materials 
donated by the Granite State Asphalt Co. 


The Fire Departments, under Chiefs Lambert and Boisvert, 
and the Police Department, under Chief Rice, have again presented 
us with a fine record of efficiency and performance. This board 
of Selectmen sincerely believe that no where in the State of New 
Hampshire do people receive as much Police and Fire Protection 
per dollar expended as dothe people in Hooksett. We are very 
pleased to announce that Richard Hemeon has been appointed Dir- 
ector of Civilian Defense andhas in the space of a few short months 
brought the Civil Defense rating of Hooksett from mediocre, to one 
of the highest in the State. 


In closing the report, please let us remind you that under ar- 
ticle 11 of the 1957 warrant, the reading of the articles of the Town 
Warrant for 1958, will commence at 7 P.M. of election day. This 
article was presented in 1957 to encourage a better attended Town 
Meeting in the future. Please avail yourself of the opportunity to 
take an active part in Democracy at work. May we see you 
March 11°

New Hampshire faces a continuing challenge in its forest fire 
problem - 97 percent of all swr forest fires being man-caused and 
preventable - a serious indictment of interest in our own welfare 
and that of our neighbor. Both the State and the towns are striving 
diligently to effectively nicet the challenge through education of the 
public to the threat fire presents to our woodland; by maintaining 
a well trained corps of wardens and deputy wardens in every com- 
munity and by providing ample opportunity for all who wish to dis- 
pose of unwanted waste materials. Careless and perverseness, 
however, continue to be the big hurdles. 


Thoughtlessly discarded lighted cigars cigarettes and matches 
from moving vehicles, by hikers, hunters and fishermen; careless 
burning of debris during hazardous periods in dangerous locations; 
illegal burning; improperly extinguished debris, camp and cook 
fires - all result in serious loss of property disruption of industry 
and farm workand unnecessary expenditure of town and state funds. 


To meet the challenge successfully, the state, your com- 
munity and your local forest fire warden need YOUR thoughtful and 
cooperative effort - The rules are simple. 


1. Don't burn at home - use your town dump and avoid all fire 
problems. 


2. if you do burn, be sure to secure a written permit from 
vour local forest fire warden when the ground is not cov- 
ered with snow. Permits are requiredfor open debris fires, 
home incinerators, outdoor fire places and camp fires. 
Your warden is instructed to permit burning if weather 
conditions, site and type of burning are safe. 


3. Be sure that all lighted material - cigars, cigarettes and 
matches - are completely out before discarding them. Use 
ash trays in automobiles. 


4, Make certain that your debris, camp and cook fires are 
completely out before leaving them. 


5. Insist that others be careful and comply with burning re- 
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quirements. 


6. Call the warden promptly when fire is detected and aid him 
to extinguish it.

Report of Water Commissioners 


Expansion of the system has continued during 1957 with the ad- 
dition of 14 new services, twice the number installed in 1956. The 
2-inch main on Granite Street was replaced with 6-inch main and 
continued to the Daniel Webster Highway, permitting the installa- 
tion of 2 hydrants on that line. The 2-inch cement lined pipe pre- 
viously in service on Granite Street was removed as the new main 
was installed and this pipe was used to extend the system along the 
Daniel Webster Highway. 


The continued growth of the system since its installation has 
now reached a point where it is necessary to purchase a larger' 
pump. Accordingly an article has been included in this year's War- 
rant to provide for the installation of a new pump and for a much 
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needed cleaning and renovating job on the standpipe. 


The Commissioners are also asking the district to initiate a 
policy of appropriating the sum of $1, 000.00 per year to a Capital 
Reserve Account to provide for future replacement of equipment 
and expansion of the system. 


Itis with pleasure that the Commissioners are able to announce 
that even with the improvements planned for the coming year, it 
will be possible to reduce the amount to be raised by precinct tax 
about $2, 500.00 in 1958.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The Construction of the new water system, which went into 
operation in November of 1956 was completed in 1957 at a cost 
somewhat under the original appropriation. It will be noted from 
this year's warrant that the Commissioners are requesting the 
-Precinct to authorize the transfer of the surplus in this construc- 
tion account to a Capital Reserve Fund for use in future expansion 
or replacement of capital equipment. 


In addition to completing the original construction this year, 
the system was also expanded by the addition of 650 feet of 8'' main 
and 460 feet of 6" main, together with two new hydrants. The 
majority of this added length of main was installed to service the 
new Underhill School. In addition to the school 10 other services 
were added, 8 domestic and 2 commercial. 
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Despite the excessive dryness of the season the water supply 
was found to be adequate and it was not necessary to curtail the 
use of water at any time.

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CIVIL DEFENSE PLAN 


HOOKSETT, N. H. 


Civil Defense, like charity, begins at home. Everyone can 
take time to learn the simple things needed to protect his home 
from enemy attack. Every citizen can make sure that the family 
is trained in self-protection, that the home is stocked with food, 
and has facilities that may be worth their weight in gold if disaster 
comes. 


The Civil Defense Agency plans for quick efficient action should 
emergency arise, jumps to the fight if disaster does occur. 


THIS PLAN GOVERNS DURING ANY DISASTER, REGARD- 
LESS OF WHO OR WHAT CAUSED IT. 


IN CASE A DISASTER OCCURS SUDDENLY AND / OR THE 
SIRENS SOUND THE RED ALERT, EACH CHIEF OF DEPART- 
MENT WILL AUTOMATICALLY GO AT ONCE TO HIS POST 
AND PROCEED TO CARRY OUT THE DUTIES OF HIS DE- 
PARTMENT AS HEREIN LAID DOWN WITHOUT WAITING FOR 
SPECIAL INSTRUCTIONS. 
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CIVIL DEFENSE ACT 


1. PURPOSE. Because of the possibility of the occurrence of dis- 
aster resulting from enemy attack, sabotage, or other hostile ac- 
tion, or from fire, flood, hurricane, earthquake, or other natural 
causes, and in order that the state of New Hampshire will be ad- 
equately prepared to cope with such disaster; and, generally, in 
order to provide for the common defense and to preserve the lives 
and the property of the people of the state, a state civil defense 
agency is hereby created; the emergency powers provided herein 
are conferred upon the governor and upon the executive heads or 

governing bodies of the state; the creation of local organizations 
for civil defense in the political subdivisions of the state is author- 
ized; and provision is made for the rendering of mutual aid among 
the political subdivisions of the state; and between this and other 
states and to cooperate with the federal government with respect 
to the carrying out of civil defense functions. It is further declared 
to be the purpose of this chapter and the policy of the state that all 
civil defense functions of this state be coordinated to the maximum 
extent with the comparable functions of the federal government in- 
cluding its various departments and agencies, of other states and 
localities, and of private agencies of every type, to the end that 
the most effective preparation and use may be made of the na- 
tion's manpower, resources, and facilities for dealing with any 
disaster that may occur. 


2. DEFINITIONS. As used herein the following words shall have 
meanings as indicated: 


I. "Civil defense" shall mean the preparation for and the car- 
rying out of all emergency functions, other than functions for which 
military forces are primarily responsible, to prevent, minimize 
and repair injury and damage resulting from disaster caused by 
enemy attack, sabotage or other hostile action; or by fire, flood, 
hurricane, earthquake, or other natural causes. These functions 
include, without limitation, fire fighting services, police services, 
medical and health services, rescue, engineering, air raid warn- 
ing services, communications, radiological, chemical and other 
special weapons defense, evacuation of persons from stricken 
areas, emergency welfare services and civilian war aid in general, 
emergency transportation, existing or properly assigned functions 
of plant protection, temporary restoration of public utility ser- 
vices, and other functions related to civilian protection, together 
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with all other activities necessary or incidental to the preparation 
for and carrying out of the foregoing functions. 


II. ‘Local organization for civil defense'' shall mean an or- 
ganization created in accordance with the provisions hereof, by 
state or local authority to perform local civil defense functions. 


III. ''Mobile support unit''shall mean an organization for civil 
defense created in accordance with the provisions hereof by state 
or local authority and intended to be dispatched to supplement local 
organizations for civil defense in a stricken area. 


IV. ‘Political subdivision" shall mean cities, towns, and es- 
tablished village precincts. 


HOOKSETT'S CIVIL DEFENSE UNIT 


Many people have seen a great change take place in our Civil 
Defense Unit in Hooksett, in the past year. We have revised our 
Roster and at the same time we have added new members to the 
Unit. 


The Civil Defense Unit is divided into two Units. Unit One: 
Hooksett Village and Hackett Hill, Mr. John Mulaire is Command- 
er of this Unit. Unit Two: South Hooksett and Lincoln Park area, 
Mr. Fred H. C. Walker is Commander of this Unit. 


Much credit must also be given to Mr. George Browning Jr., 
my Executive Assistant, who has given me a great deal of his time 
to help us to have a Civil Defense Unit, which is now well organ- 
ized and can activate in a matter of minutes if and when disaster 
should occur regardless of who or what cuases it. 


We have added to our staff Mr. Alfred J. Lambert, Chief 
Warden, to the Hooksett Civil Defense Unit. 


We would like to say that under our Civil Defense Plan we are 
a combine Unit with our respective Fire Dept. #1 and #2 and also 
with our Police Dept. This enables the Chief of these respective 
Depts. to purchase Government Surplus Supplies at a fraction of 
their original cost. Also under this Plan, we are able towork 
hand in hand with these departments. I can gratefully say that with 
these respective departments and the Civil Defense Unit working 
in harmony as one great team, we can service the town of Hooksett 
with the utmost efficiency to help save lives and to preserve pro- 
perty in case of a disaster. 
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In the past year we have purchased four Hand Walkie Talkies 
to give us additional communication. Also we have purchased hand 
Electric Lanterns, gasmasks, sleeping bags, emergency tool kits, 
tow ropes and wool blankets. 


We have had a Civil Defense Headquarters sign erected at the 
Hooksett Village Fire Dept. as our headquarters with a Field Head- 
quarter located at the South Hooksett Fire Dept. Station. 


At this time I wish to extend my sincere thanks to the Civil 
Defense Unit members for volunteering their services to this wor- 
thy cause. Also to our Fire Depts., Police Dept. and the Select- 
men of Hooksett. With this kind of cooperation we are in hopes to 
have a banner year to come in Civil Defense participating in local, 
State and National Civil Defense activity.

1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the ensuing 
three years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine andappoint the salaries of the School Board 
and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any other officers 
or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, or 
Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in relation 
to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see what sum of money the district will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of school 
district officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory obli- 
gations of the district, and to authorize the application against said 
appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be received from 
the state foundation aidfund together with other income; the school 
board to certify tothe selectmen the balance between the estimated 
revenue and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by 
taxes by the town. 


9. To see if the District will vote to hereafter use a check- 
list for the election of officers, beginning with the 1959 annual dis- 
trict meeting, and will adopt as its school check-list the Town 
check-list, as provided in RSA 197:12A as inserted by Laws of 
1957, Chapter 57. 


10. To see if the District will authorize the School Board to 
convey to the Town of Hooksett by warantee deed, a certain right 
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of way designated and prepared for use as a Town Road, said road 
located on the Fred C. Underhill School property. This conveyance 
to be subject to the approval of the Board of Selectmen.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


February 1, 1958 
To the School Board of Hooksett: 


It is a privilege for me to submit my eleventh annual -report 
of the schools of Hooksett and at the same time express my thanks 
to you for your help and advice in administering to those schools 
during the year. 


Probably the crowning achievement in the district from the 
educational point of view is the construction of the Fred C. Under- 
hill Elementary School building. Here is an appropriate addition 
to the future growth of the Town of Hooksett not only because of 
its place as an educational landmark, but also as a monument to 
the confidence and faith in our American democracy. Through the 
generosity of Mr. Fred C. Underhill as well as the citizens of the 
town, this project guarantees the future of education and the never- 
ending link of development of a modern and fast growing com- 
munity. 


This new building is the first step in the long-range plan to 
continue to develop the school system which should eventually add 
an auditorium to this building as well as increasing similar facili- 
ties at the Village. With the increase in population northward over 
the next ten years, it would seem that the educational program of 
the town is well underway for continued expansion. May we never 
lose sight of the fact, however, that the town cannot remain static 
because of its location at the crossroads of north and south bound 
traffic as well as on both sides of the river. All planning to be 
made for the future must take these facts into consideration. 


Another factor which is embodied in this long-range planning 
and development and which is the key to the future of the school 
system, is the teaching staff. It is not idle fancy to say that the 
Board is not only desirous of developing a sound physical structure, 
but also is very well aware of the fact that the teaching staff must 
be the best that money can buy. If such an attitude is to be fol- 
lowed, then instead of Hooksett training its teachers for the cities, 
the town can and should be made attractive for the best teachers 
available. 


With the opening of schoolin September 1958 there will be 
nineteen teachers in the system, one more than the present year. 
This will be due to the fact that the increase in enrollments in 
Grade one at the Village School will be so large that three teachers 
instead of two will, be necessary for grades one andtwo. This, 
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then, will show seven teachers at the Underhill School and twelve 
teachers at the Village School. 


Let us look a little further into the future. If the school sys- 
tem of Hooksett is to meet its obligations of the future, to say 
nothing of the present, our children must have the advantages that 
every child has the right to expect--a full and complete education. 
What constitutes a full education within the bounds of reason and 
need? Most school systems as they develop must meet the needs 
of a society which demands not only the fundamentals or basic 
learnings, but also those basic essentials of a richer and broader 
life. Such essentials include music including choral and instrumen- 
tal, art including crafts, homemaking for girls, woodworking for 
boys, physical education for both boys and girls including group 
and individual activity, an adequate library for the size of the 
school, and at least a start toward a basic guidance program so 
essential to the future of America. 


These are some of the essentials which an enlightened com- 
munity must keep in mind if education is to be for all the children 
of all the people. Maybe it will be possible in the next few years 
to install these factors in the school system of the town; maybe the 
spark of a better life has been kindled in the construction of the 
first step -- The Fred C. Underhill School. 


As the superintendent of schools in the town may I take this 
opportunity to express my thanks and appreciation to Mr. Under- 
hill for his generosity and civic pride in deeding to the good people 
of the town the land upon which the building is being erected for 
school purposes which bears his name. It is‘a beacon to the Am- 
erican Way of life especially to the children of the community. 


May I thank the School Board again for its kindness and coop- 
eration during a year of uncertainty and final victory for educa- 
tional expansion in the district.
